Pendleton Public Library now has oral history 


Recently the Pendleton 
County Public Library became a 
secondary repository for a col¬ 
lection of seven recordings 
made in the summer of 1978 by 
the Kentucky Oral History 
Commission. These seven re¬ 
cordings contain family and 
community reminisces of Am¬ 
brose Fields, Earl Wallace, Nell 
Woolery, Elizabeth Bobb and 
James Seman Rule. 

Mr. Fields comments on 
some of his experiences as a 
county magistrate and county 
judge. Other topics include 
Pendleton County history, 
courthouse life, and family his-

tory. Mr. Wallace 

tells when and how the sweet 
clover and fescue crops were 
brought into the county; he 
gives a brief history of 
Falmouth, recalls stories about 
the McCoy properties, and also 
mentions the Falmouth jail and 
churches. 

Mrs. Woolery talks about the 
Bradford, Patton, Waller and 
Chiles families from the post 
Civil War era to the early 1900’s 
and attitudes toward slaves after 
the Civil War. 

Mrs. Bobb remembers the 
Greenwood School, recalls the 
O.W. Coles whiskey distillery 


and saloon, and mentions peo¬ 
ple paying taxes by working on 
road repair. Other topics include 
housekeeping, farm life, school 
consolidation, transportation 
and local businesses. 

Mr. Rule remembers Pendle¬ 
ton County individuals and 
businesses, politics in Falmouth, 
honey and dairy farming. He 
recalls circuses coming to 
Falmouth, tobacco warehouses 
that used to be there, describes 
the streets, sidewalks, first sew¬ 
ers and sewer plant for Fal¬ 
mouth. He also talks about the 
railroad, Falmouth Fair and 
Court Day. 


Each session is approximate¬ 
ly 60 minutes in length. These 
recordings are downloaded onto 
the library’s three reference 
room computers so that the pub¬ 
lic can listen and learn about 
Pendleton County’s interesting 
past, as told first-hand by some 
of its esteemed citizens. Head¬ 
phones are available for pur¬ 
chase ($1) at the library or you 
may bring your own. Compu¬ 
ters may be reserved by calling 
with your library card number.

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Pendleton Road Supervisor provides information 


The Pendleton Road Depart¬ 
ment will be chipsealing county 
roads to protect them from 
water and weather damage and 
to keep them in good condition. 

Chipsealing involves spread¬ 
ing a layer of hot emulsion, fol¬ 
lowed by a layer of rock. After 
the rock is spread, a roller is 
used to embed the rock into the 
emulsion. Some people mistake 
this procedure as just spreading 
gravel on the road. It is much 
more than that. Chipseal seals 
cracks in the pavement, delays 
deterioration to the road due to 
rain and sun, and gives better 
resistance to skids. 

There will be some loose 
rock immediately following the 
chipsealing. The roadway sur¬ 
face will improve over several 
weeks as the surface stabilizes, 
resulting in a stronger and more 
durable roadway. 

I am frequently asked why 
we don’t blacktop the road 
rather that chipseal. The major 
reason we chipseal is the cost 
factor. Chipsealing is consider¬ 
ably cheaper than blacktop. The 
cost to blacktop a mile of road in 
Pendleton County this summer 
is approximately $50,000, (con¬ 
tractor laying the blacktop) 
whereas the cost to chipseal a 
mile of road is $5,000 (for the 
Pendleton County Road Depart¬ 
ment to do the work..) 

In 1999 a mile of blacktop 
cost $19,000, now a mile of 
blacktop cost $50,000. This year 
Pendleton County received just 
a few dollars more for road 
maintenance than in 1999. Due 
to the increasing cost of oil 
products, we have been forced 
to chipseal many our roads 
rather than blacktop. This year 
we have blacktopped approxi¬ 


mately 10 miles of county roads. 
We will chipseal approximately 
20 miles. 

We hope this better explains 
the funding dilemma that the 


county road department is fac¬ 
ing.

The magical post-season run 
enjoyed by the Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty Wildcats soccer team came to 
a screeching and gut-wrenching 
halt last Monday night, when 
the team was ousted in the first 
round of the 12 th Region tourna¬ 
ment, 2-1, by the Harrison Coun¬ 
ty Thoroughbreds. 

Heading into the contest, you 
would have been hard-pressed 
to find a team in the area play¬ 
ing better soccer than the ‘Cats. 
After storming through the com¬ 
petition en route to capturing the 
team’s second straight district 
title, the stage was set for a 
rematch in which the ‘Cats 
hoped to avenge a 3-2 loss on 
September 29. 

Harrison County, the host 
school of the tournament, struck 
first 15 minutes into the game 
when sophomore Jordan Gasser 
took a pass from junior Kyle 
Foster and was able to find the 
back of the net. The Wildcats, 
who had scored 15 goals in the 
three district games, struggled 
to produce any offense despite 
getting plenty of decent shot 
attempts. As the half wore on, 
head coach Lisa Feltner could 
sense her team was pressing in a 
manner in which it hadn’t in 
quite some time. “I could tell we 
were panicking a little bit. We 
hadn’t trailed in a game in a 
while, and it was like we were 
playing as if there was only a 
few minutes left to play in the 
match,” said Feltner. 

The Thorobreds took a 1-0 
lead into halftime as Feltner told 
her team to relax and realize that 
there were still 40 minutes of 
soccer yet to play. 

In the second half, the ‘Cats 
continued to get good looks, but 
were still unable to score until 
20 minutes were left in the 


game. The match remained tied 
with 25 seconds left to play, and 
the Thoroughbreds were able to 
execute a set comer kick as Fos¬ 
ter sent the ball to Cody Honey¬ 
cutt, who was able to head the 
ball into the net and score the 
winning goal with seven sec¬ 
onds remaining. 

“It’s a devastating way to 
lose and end the season,” 
remarked Feltner. “I hate to see 
our seniors and the rest of the 
team go out that way. But, that’s 
just the way the game is some¬ 
times, it brings just as much 
heartache as it does joy.” 

With the loss, the ‘Cats fin¬ 
ish with a mark of 12-9-4. 
Despite playing the most 
demanding schedule in the pro¬ 


gram’s history, the club was able 
to rebound from a 2-5-1 record 
on August 27 to bring home 
another district championship, 
and see improved performance 
from several players throughout 
the course of the season. 

“We had a great season and 
are sending off seven seniors 
who have enjoyed great careers 
playing for Pendleton County. 
I’m already looking forward to 
getting back on the field next 
season to continue the great tra¬ 
dition that is being made by our 
program,” said Feltner. 

The Wildcats should be 
poised to make another strong 
run next season, with leading 
scorer Aven Harper, defensive 
leader Travis Brinkman, and 


goalkeeper Jacob Farwell all 
returning. 

Coach Feltner also praised 
first-year JV coach Steven 
McElfresh, and his contribu¬ 
tions to the clubs successful sea¬ 
son. “Steven did an outstanding 
job with our young players, I 
look forward to working with 
him for a long time. As a former 
standout player for the program, 
he has a great feel for relating to 
the guys and understanding the 
high goals we set for ourselves 
every year.” 

With a solid core in place, 
there is no reason to believe that 
the Wildcats won’t be in the mix 
to claim more championships 
next year.

Rumpke. “Landfills are highly 
engineered to protect the envi¬ 
ronment from our trash, and 
many of the environmental safe¬ 
guards we have in place to pro¬ 
tect the environment also help 
control odors.” 

One of the main ways 
Rumpke controls odors at its 
regional landfill is with its gas 
recovery system, which was 
constructed in 2007 through a 
partnership with East Kentucky 
Power Cooperative. 

The 3.2 mega-watt plant 
owned and operated by East 
Kentucky Power Cooperative, 
converts the gases produced 
from decomposing garbage into 
electricity. The plant currently 
produces enough electricity to 
power nearly 2,000 homes in the 
county. 

The production crew spent 
the majority of the day filming 
scenes at Rumpke’s Landfill on 
Bryan-Griffin Road, but later 
ventured out to film homes in 
the Duckers Creek subdivision.

3) The purchaser shall be required to execute a bond, with good and sufficient surety thereon for the unpaid balance of the purchase price, said 
bond to bear interest at the rate of twelve percent (12%) per annum from the date of sale, until paid; 

4) The purchaser shall have the privilege of paying all or any part of the purchase price or paying said bond before maturity by paying the bal¬ 
ance of the principal, together with all accrued interest thereon; 

5) The purchaser shall be required to assume and pay any and all ad valorem taxes on the subject property for the current year and all subsequent 
taxes as well as any delinquent State, County and/or City real estate taxes sold pursuant to the provisions of KRS 134 to any private purchaser 
during the pendency of this action;

Autumn in the Kentucky Garden 


Making the Most of Halloween 


Safety tips for heating your home 


Autumn is a beautiful time in 
Kentucky gardens, but it can 
also be a messy time. The sea¬ 
son brings piles of leaves from 
our trees and spent shoots from 
our flower beds. 

The way we address this 
yard waste can have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on our gardens and 
the environment. Gardeners 
commonly rake up and bag 
leaves to be hauled away to yard 
waste dumps. This option, while 
tidy, uses a lot of energy, both 
yours and the energy to trans¬ 
port the leaves and mixed gar¬ 
den waste. 

Mulching leaves and yard 
waste is another option. Why 
not use this bountiful resource to 
enrich your lawn and garden and 
create less waste and air pollu¬ 
tion? A very simple technique 
with leaves is to rake them into 
a line and mow over them with 
your lawn mower. The mower 
will chop the leaves into pieces 
small enough to fall between the 
blades of grass in your lawn. 
The chopped leaves will break 
down out of sight and provide 
nutrients to your lawn and 
improve the quality of your soil. 

For larger items like spent 
flower stalks, composting is a 
simple, easy and environmental¬ 


ly friendly option. Proper com¬ 
posting produces no odor and 
provides you with a generous 
amount of nutrient-rich organic 
compost for your garden which 
reduces or eliminates the need to 
buy fertilizer. 

Composting also eliminates 
the need to transport garden 
waste, making composting a 
triple-win situation for your gar¬ 
den, wallet and the environ¬ 
ment. The speed of compost 
production is influenced by the 
size of the material placed in the 
bin, so the more you can chop 
up the garden debris, the quick¬ 
er you will have usable com¬ 
post. Many options for compost 
bin design and construction are 
well suited to any location and 
budget. 

Turning leaves into mulch 
has many benefits. The mulch 
helps retain moisture in the soil 
and insulates plants from 
extreme winter temperatures. 
The decomposed leaves become 
an excellent conditioner for 
warming spring soil, helping to 
attract worms and other benefi¬ 
cial microorganisms.

Costumes, however spooky, 
creative or outlandish, must be 
safe. Be sure the costume has 
large holes so the child can see 
where he or she is going and 
breathe easily. Length, fit and 
comfort will make a costume 
more enjoyable, especially 
when worn for an extended peri¬ 
od. Costumes should be flame 
resistant. Make sure any props 
are lightweight and safe. A 
princess weighed down by her 
wand or a knight in shining 
armor whose armor weighs a ton 
may be miserable and even sore 
well before night’s end. 

An adult or responsible older 
sibling should accompany chil¬ 
dren to supervise and monitor 
them throughout the entire 
evening. Pay particular attention

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End of garden season; Apple Cake with topping

has red beets and peppers waiting 
to be canned. 

Friday we went to get apples 
and grapes at the local U-Pick 
farm. A lady in our church 





offered me use of her steamer to 
make the grape juice. I can now 
see how much easier it is to steam 
the grapes and can the concen¬ 
trate, rather than use the method I 
had used before. We put two 
bushels of grapes into juice on 
Saturday using the steamer. I 
hope to get me a steamer before 
the next growing season. 

Husband Joe went back to 
work after a week at home due to 
not having work at the factory. 
Last week was a very rainy week, 
so he didn’t get the garden tilled 
yet beings that it was too wet. 
He did get a lot of other odd and 
end jobs done around the house. 
The week being rainy it was very 
difficult to get the laundry dried. 
We hung as much of it on our 
porch as we could. We don’t have 
our stove going yet so not having 
heat yet in the house clothes did¬ 
n’t dry very fast.

For 
instance, try this delicious, fresh 
apple cake: 

APPLE CAKE 
3 eggs 

2 cups sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cups pecans, chopped 
11/2 cups vegetable oil 

3 cups flour 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
3 cups peeled apples, sliced 

Preheat oven to 350. Lightly 
grease an angel food cake pan 
and set aside. 

In a large mixing bowl, stir eggs, 
oil, and sugar. In a separate 
bowl, sift salt, soda, and flour and 
add to egg mixture. Stir in vanil¬ 
la, nuts, and apples and pour all 
into the prepared pan. Bake 1 
hour and 15 minutes. When cake 
is done let cool 15 minutes, 
loosen in pan while still warm 
and add topping. Let cool. Here 
is the topping recipe: 

TOPPING: 

1 cup brown sugar 
1 12 cup butter 
1 /4 milk 
1 /2 cup pecans 

Boil the brown sugar, butter and 
milk over medium heat for 2 1/2 
minutes. Remove from heat and 
stir in pecan. Spoon topping over 
the cake.

when trick-or-treating through 
neighborhoods, keeping an eye 
out for any unsafe or wayward 
behavior from other groups you 
may encounter. Carry a flash¬ 
light, wear reflective clothing so 
your group is visible, and stay 
close together. 

Discuss appropriate behavior 
for children during Halloween 
celebrations, making a clear dis¬ 
tinction that while spirits may 
run high, displays of vandalism 
and hooliganism are inappropri¬ 
ate. Also be sure children know 
to be courteous and polite when 
accepting treats. “Please” and 
“thank you” are never inappro¬ 
priate, and in fact, are necessary. 
Good manners upon receiving 
treats reward the investment the 
host has made to make the holi¬ 
day special. 

Candy overload can be 
avoided by placing less empha¬ 
sis on accumulating the biggest 
pile during trick-or-treating and 
more on other activities, such as 
pumpkin-carving and social 
activities and games. 

Remember that an adult 
should look over candy to 
ensure that it is safe before it is 
eaten. After you have carefully 
inspected the candy, offer your 
ghosts and goblins the opportu¬ 
nity to trade in pieces of candy 
for coins or a toy. Even Hal¬ 
loween treats should be eaten in 
moderation.

The cold Kentucky winds are 
beginning to blow, signaling 
that it’s time to turn on the fur¬ 
nace. Safety from fire and car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning should 
be your first priority. 

U.S. fire departments re¬ 
sponded to thousands of home 
structure fires in 2009 that 
involved heating equipment, 
according to the National Fire 
Protection Association. Not only 
are furnaces potential hazards, 
but many of the fires started 
from space heaters. Carbon 
monoxide deaths were another 
problem. 

Following a few safety rules 
can lessen the chance of a fire or 
carbon monoxide poisoning at 
your house. 

Keep flammable materials at 
least three feet away from heat¬ 
ing equipment. This includes 
paint cans, combustible cleaning 
supplies, paper, curtains, cloth¬ 
ing and rugs. Better yet, keep 
volatile liquids like paint and 
cleaners in a different room. 
Make sure all vents are free of 
obstructions. 

Have a furnace professional 
check your furnace for gas 
leaks, cracked burners and heat 
exchangers, and other malfunc¬ 
tions. Replace the furnace filter 
frequently. 

Use a glass or metal screen 
in front of your fireplace so 
embers don’t pop out creating a 
fire hazard. Keep the hearth 
clear of decorations and debris. 

A smoke alarm is still the 
best tool for early fire detection, 
and a carbon monoxide detector 
is the best tool to prevent fatal 
carbon monoxide buildup. At a 
bare minimum, there should be 
a smoke alarm on every level of 
your house, and a carbon 
monoxide detector located per 
manufacturer’s recommenda¬ 
tions. Replace the batteries in 
these detectors at least once a 
year, and replace the entire 
smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms every 10 years, since 


their sensors wear out. 

Have a three-foot “child-free 
zone” around open fires and 
space heaters, and teach your 
children that fires and heaters 
are dangerous. 

If you have a wood stove, it 
should be surrounded by a non¬ 
combustible floor, and in some 
cases non-combustible wall 
panels. Check with local author¬ 
ities about the required radius 
for non-combustible flooring 
and the required distance from 
walls before the non-com¬ 
bustible panels are installed. 

Have chimneys cleaned and 
inspected every year by a quali¬ 
fied professional. A sluggish 
draft or smoke rolling into the 
room could mean creosote 
buildup in the flue, which could 
lead to a nasty chimney fire. 

Use only clear, 1-K grade 
kerosene in kerosene heaters. 
Grade 2 kerosene burns dirtier 
and releases many more pollu¬ 
tants. Other fuels like gasoline 
will lead to fires or explosions. 

You must provide outside air 
ventilation for kerosene heaters 
or any other unvented heaters. A 
general rule of thumb is one 
square inch of open window or 
door for each 1,000 btu of heater 
rating, but check manufacturer’s 
instructions. Carbon monoxide 
buildup has killed many people, 
often in their sleep. 

Turn off portable heaters 
when leaving the room or going 
to bed, and never use your oven 
to heat your home. 

Rehearse with your family 
fire safety practices. For exam¬ 
ple, set a family meeting place 
outside your house if a fire 
occurs, so you will know that 
everyone is safe. 

These few precautions will 
help you keep warm and, most 
of all, safe.

Fall forest fire hazard season now in affect 


Citizens asked to help prevent wildfires 


The Kentucky Division of 
Forestry (KDF) is once again 
preparing for an active wildfire 
season. The fall forest fire haz¬ 
ard season began Oct. 1 and 
runs through Dec. 15. During 
this time, it is illegal to burn 
anything within 150 feet of any 
woodland or brushland between 
the daylight hours of 6 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

“Battling wildfires has been 
all the more difficult in recent 
years as the division has been 
doing more with less,” said 
Leah MacSwords, director of 
the Division of Forestry. “The 
ability to respond to wildfires 
and protect the surrounding 
forests and the safety of our 
communities is still our number 
one priority. Our partnerships 
with local fire departments to 
protect citizens and property 
from wildfires are even more 
critical this fire season.” 

Forestry officials say that 
public efforts can go a long way 
in reducing the occurrence of 
wildfire. Taking extra precau¬ 
tions with debris fires and 
campfires, as well as being alert 
to forest arson can eliminate the 
majority of wildfires that occur 
in Kentucky. 

To help prevent wildfires, 
KDF recommends the following 
precautions: 

* Be aware of all outdoor 
burning restrictions, including 
forest fire hazard seasons, air 
pollution regulations, restric¬ 
tions imposed by local ordi¬ 
nances and county burn bans. 

* Avoid burning debris dur¬ 
ing fire hazard seasons and dur¬ 
ing times of dry, windy condi¬ 
tions, Outdoor burning is illegal 
between the hours of 6 a.m. and 
6 p.m. in or within 150 feet of 
any woodland or brushland dur¬ 



ing forest fire hazard seasons. 

* Extinguish all campfires 
and debris piles completely. 
Never leave a fire unattended 
and always extinguish fires if 
conditions become too windy. 
The smallest spark can lead to a 
dangerous wildfire. 

* Extinguish smoking mate¬ 
rials property. Put out cigarettes, 
cigars, or pipes only in cleared 
areas free of vegetation or 
debris. A carelessly discarded 
cigarette can start a wildfire that 
could blacken thousands of 
acres. 

* Avoid parking cars, trucks, 
or recreational vehicles on dry 
vegetation. The exhaust system 
on a vehicle can reach a temper¬ 
ature of more than 1,000 
degrees, which is hot enough to 
start a wildfire during our cur¬ 


rent dry season. 

* Incorporate “Firewise” 
practices around homes and 
communities in forested areas. 
Firewise practices range from 
creating a defensible space by 
removing leaves, debris and 
firewood to ensuring access for 
safety personnel and equipment 
in rural or isolated areas. 

* Report suspicious acts of 
arson to the nearest Kentucky 
State Police post or call the Tar¬ 
get Arson Hotline at 1-800-27- 
ARSON.

We have 
enough material for the ‘Back¬ 
ground’ and the ‘Brothers’ sec¬ 
tion, now focus on the section 
called ‘Bluegrass.’ This will fea¬ 
ture Kentucky’s role in the war. 
After you eat lunch, spend time 
researching Kentucky. Were 
they a southern state or a north¬ 
ern state? Buzz me if you have 
questions.” 

Chloe and I fetched our 
lunch, gave thanks for our food, 
and gobbled up the vittles Mom 
had sent. I wondered what the 
Civil War soldiers ate. Grabbing 
a book, I read a few paragraphs 
to Chloe while we ate. 

“The Civil War soldiers ate 
plain food like rice, onions and 
other foods that wouldn’t easily 
spoil. Union soldiers also 
received a hard crackerlike bis¬ 
cuit called hardtack while Con¬ 
federate soldiers ate cornmeal. 
When soldiers were in a real 
bind they ate rats.” 

“Woody, please!” Chloe 
choked. I was going to correct 
her for talking with her mouth 
full when I realized the time. I 
needed to call Bark and tell him 
about the Civil War reenact¬ 
ment. I put the book away and 
made the call. 

“Sweet,” Bark replied. “The 
band will love to hear about a 
new gig.” 

“We’d better get going, 
Woody,” Chloe instructed. 
“Mrs. Grant left us these books. 


Let’s look through them before 
we log back on the computer.”

One 
book, Kentucky: A Border State, 
immediately caught our eye. 

“Kentucky was a border 
state. They allowed slavery but 
chose not to become a Confed¬ 
erate State. The state had ties to 
both the Confederate and the 
United States (also known as the 
Union). Both sides wanted con¬ 
trol of Kentucky. The Confeder¬ 
acy wanted to control Kentucky 
so they could have unlimited 
access to Kentucky’s horses and 
crops. The Union needed the 
rivers in Kentucky to move sup¬ 
plies and soldiers. Still, the state 
remained neutral. 

“While the state didn’t pick 
sides, Kentuckians did. About 
90,000 Kentuckians fought for 
the Union, while 40,000 people 
fought for the Confederacy.” 

“Unbelievable,” we both 
said after reading the informa¬ 
tion. “Not only did the phrase 
‘brother against brother’ refer to 
Lincoln and Davis, it applied to 
the people of Kentucky - fami¬ 
lies in Kentucky. I couldn’t 
imagine family members - 
brothers - being on opposite 
sides of such an important 
event. Talk about a divided dog¬ 
house,” I said to my sister. Sure, 
Chloe and I could disagree over 
silly things, but we loved each 
other. I couldn't imagine going
